where you pleaſe, without the Caſtle in 12 or 1 3 Fathom, or 
within the Caſtle (that is betwixt the Caſtle and Garxſer) in 6 
or 7 Fathom at low water. It doth flow there 6 or > Fathom 
up and down, which Men muſt reckon upon. 

Under the South (ide of G ar»ſ*y, Men may ride for North- 
weſt, North , and Northeaſt winds. If you come irom the 
Welt, or from the Caskets, you muſt run cloſe abour by the 
Southweſt Point, called C. de.

To the Eaſtwards of Dartmonth 
is a red Point, which below by the water is black, and in the

A little to the Eaſtwards of the YWeſtermoſt Point of the 
Steart lyeth a Haven, called Sa/kow, when you come from the g,1z,,.; 
Weſt, it ſheweth it ſelf open , the Weſt fide of it is ragged, 
and the Eaſt ſide of it goeth ſloping down; cloſe to the Weſt 
Point lyeth a Rock, or aran of Rocks, therefore you muſt 
give ita good birth, and leave the Recks on the Larboard-lide : 
Further, you may ſee all breaks.that can do you hurt, Being, 
come within the Point, you can take no hurt of either of both © 
Shores. Upon the Bar or Shoalds of the entry , remaineth at 
low.water with a Spring-Tide, not leſs than. 1 1 Foot water, 
and again within, it 1s at leaſt 2 Fathom deep. Seven 
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Seven Leagues to the Weſtwards of the Steart lyeth the 
Sound of Plimonth, at thc outermoſt Eaſt Point of th: Sound 
AMew/one-lyeth a high round Rock called M:»ſtoxe , the Welt Point is 
called Kamhead , betwixt them both goeth in the Sound of P1;- 
mmh North Northeaſt in, it is broad and deep, A little to 
the Northwards of Rambead is a fair Sand-Bay , where Men 
may Ankor cloſe under theLand in 9 and 10 Fathom. Two 
Leagues South a little Eaſterly from Rambead, lyeth a Rock 
Edi/tone; .bove water called Edd;/tone, The Point of ! month lyeth 
from the Eddifcre North and by Eaſt, and North Northeaſt, 
diſtant about 4 Leaguzs. 1n the Sound, by the Land of Pi. 
month, lyeth a little Ifland, which is faſt to the Weſt {ide with a 
Riff or Ran of Rocks under water, ſo that Men may Sall along 
Ca:wvater, to the Eaftwards of it , whether they be bound to Catwater, or 
into Hamoaſe the Welt Harbour, 1t you will go into Catwarer, 
then run in berwixt the.

woaſe be open ; run then into the Northwards, as the Channel 
leadeth, until you come in about the Weſt Point, and An- 
kor therein 16, 15and 12, or 10 Fathom. In the narrow, it 
Is15, 16, 17, and alſo 20 Fathom deep, and between the 
Iſland and the Main, 8, 9, 16, and 12 Fathom. 

About half a Cables length to the Eaſtwards of the paſſage 
way going into Hameaſe, lyeth a ſunken Rock under water, 
called the German, about two great Ships length from the ſhore, V* ©cr 
and at low water hath nct above 4 Foot water upon it.

Foy is a broad Haven, where a Ship may go io at a half Flood, 
at the Eaſt (ide of the Haven ſtandeth a little Church, with a 
lictle Steeple, and on the \Weft fide a white Church, ſomewhar 
greater than that upon the Eaſt land, witha ſquare Steeple ar 
the Weſt end of it. 

For to Sail into Foy, you mult have at leaſt a half Flood, and 
run in amidſt the Channel berwixt the two Points ; and being 
come within, then chooſe which {ide you will, but the moſt 
water is by the Weſt Land, between the Stakes and the Tower 
that ſtandeth upon the Weſt Land. Being come within the Stakes 
(as you come in- by the Weſt Land) then bear ſomewhat off 
preſcntly from the Weſt ſhore, almoſt into the middle of the 
Channel, neareſt to the Weſt Shore, until you come before the 
Village that lyeth on. the Weſt (ide, there is a deep Dock, where 
a *hip that draweth 16 Feot water may lie afloat at low water. 
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If (when you come in by the Eaſt Land) you deſire to be in 
the foreſaid Dock or Pool; then Sail in until you come within 
the Stakes, and then edge over off from the Eaſt Land, until you 
come neareſt the Weſt Land, for to avoid a Flat, which lyerh 
by the Eaſt ſhore along the Haven, and beginneth againſt the 
firſt Houſe of the Weſt-Village.

Teſſel is a long plain Iſland, whereupon ſtands four Churches, 
the Weſtermoſt hath a high tharp Steeple, and 1s called #e/- 
end, or St, Fohns, but by the Pilots it is called Veſten or Wam- 
bx, . To the ſouthwards of that ſtandeth another tharp Steeple, 
called the Hoary, The third is called the Burg , which ſtand- 
eth ſomewhat more to the Northwards than the other two be- 
fore-mentioned. The fourth is called the Koogh , which is the 
Northermoſt of them all, without a Steeple, and is covered with 
blew Slates. 

The Eyerlavd lyeth cloſe to the Eaſtwards, or to the North- 
wards of the Teſſel, and faſt to it, , when it floweth ſome- 
what high it is divided ott. trom the Teſ/e! by the Sea , and 
made an Iſland, it theweth it ſelf off at Sea like alow plain 
little Iſland with little Hommocks,there [tandeth npon it no more 
than two little Houſes. 

Hayſdown is a ſhort Point of Land with ſome white Sand- 
kills, whereof the greateſt and higheſt is called X:jkdown, the 
next to the ſoutkwards of it, is called Dirkoomss Sand-hill : 
further to the ſonthwards they run flat ot by lime, and at length 
to nothing , in alſo ſon:e Sand-hiils, berwixt the Helder and 
Kitkdown it is a moſt flat Strand, with ſome ſand-hills like a 
Nike, upon which, about halt way betwixt both, ſtandeth the 
little or the outermoſt Cape, the great Cape ſtandeth ſome- 
what within the Land, about Eaſt from the K:ikiown, 


9m Hurſdown or the Aa ſdizp and the Alaes, lye South-weſl, 


{mewhat ſoutherly , and North North-caft ſomewhat Nor. 
therly, about twenty four leagues atunder, From Hurſdows

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to Petten the Coaſt lyeth South and by Welt four leagues. Pet» 
ien hath a little Church with a little Steeple , and thereabout 
you. ſhall ſee two other little tharp Stceples in the Northland. 
A little to the Southwards of Perren lyeth Camp:r-:4aws, the 
beſt Land. to be known thereabouts, the North end is a high 
ſeep white Sand-hill , which gocth floping down : T he fouther- 
moſt part is gray and rough, being grown over with head or 
{piry graſs, to_ the ſouthwards ot ut lye many rough Hom- 
mocks or Sand-hills, where ſometimes you ſhall ſee among them 
a white ſpot, ſo that it is very good to be known, From Perten to 
E gmond upon the Sea it i5 three leagues. Egmond upon the Sea 
1s alſo very good to be known, tor it hath a thick Hat Steeple 
which ſtandeth like a fail 1a the ſand-hill , and a littie to the 
ſouthwards of it you my (ee Eom9md within, which hath two 
high Steeples upon the Abbey cloſe one to the other , whereof 
the one is tharp, and the oth-r, to wit, the northermolt , is flar, 
becauſe the Spire is lately taln down. A little to the northwards 
ot the Abbey ſtandeth another Siceple of the Church upon the 
old Walls, but it is not {ſo high as that upon the Abbey : So 
that upon all the Coaſt of Hotand there is no place ſo good to 
be known as this. When you are thwart of #1jck, upon the 
Sea, you may ſee Beverw: jc% 4 little ro the Northwards of ir 
which is a high thick and ſharp Steeple : -Belides that you may 
{ze alſo betwixt Egmondand 3/c%, upon the Sea , Caſtricum, 
and more other iharp Steeples. From #/:7ck upon the Sea to 
Sandfoort, it isthree Leagues. Sanafoort hath a (harp Steeple, 
with a high Fire-beacon , a little to the Southwards of it, in 
the black ſand hill which theweth it ſelf alſo like a Steeple. 


To. the Northwards of S4-dfoors lieth a high white ſand-hull, $.,s.3/cox:, 


along over which you may ſee Haerlem, a high Spire Croks 
Church , which hath a high tharp Steeple upon the midſt of the 
Church, and aiſo to the northwards of it a high ſmall Steeple 
called 'Baeckenefſer Steeple, thwart of it hath the Coaſt of 
Holland a great Bay, From Sandfoor: ro Nomthwijck, upon the 
Sea, it is three leagues ; that is a flat Steeple, whereby ſtandeth 
a Fire-beacon, To the northwards of Northw:jck, upon the 
Sea you way ſe2 Nori bwijck within, a flat Steeple, whereupon

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. Ntandeth- a little Cap not high, and upon the midſt of the 


Church ſtandeth a little ſmall Tower, From Norrhwijck to 
Catwijck, upon the Sea, it is a great league , to the Southwards 
of it ſtandeth a high Fire-beacon , to ſee to like a Steeple : 
You may alſo ſee thereabout within the Land , when youare 
not very far from the ſhore , Catmijck upon the Khijnr, and 
and Rhijniburgh , and Yalkeburgh, all ſharp Steeples. From 
Catwijck to Schevelingen are three leagues, the Quire of Sche- 
veling Church is ſomewhat higher than the Church of it ſelf, 
in manner of Hagses Church, a little to the ſouthwards of the 
Church ſtandeth alſo a Fire-beacon. About an half League 
within the I and, you may ſee the Church of the //age, which 
is very good to be known , the Quire is higher than the Body of 
the Church, The Land trom Schevel:ng to the Heyde, it is 
two Leagues, and from thenceforth to Gr.veſand, or to the 
North (ide of the Maſe, one League, The Heyde is a Village 
without a Steeple, but a little within the {and-hill ſtandeth a 
Hat Steeple called Monſter. Graveſand is a high ſharp Steeple, 
very good to be known , which ſtandeth on the North fide of 
the Maſe, The Brill is a great flat Steeple on the South (ide of 
the Maſe, All this Coaſt of Holland, from Huyſdown to the

Channel goeth in by the North ſhore, and the Souther by 
the South ſhore, or by the Land of the Brill, Betwixt theſe 
two Deeps lyeth a great Plate of Sand, called the Honde-plare, 
there remaineth at low water about (ix and ſeven foot, and at 
ſome places cight foot water.

When the Steeples of Monſter and Graveſand come one in 
the other , then youare paſt the Raſſes, The fifth buoy lyeth 
in eleven or twelve foot water uf on the Eaſt Point of the new 
Rib, and lyeth from the fourth buoy South-eaſt and by South ; 
all which buoys you mult leave on the ſtarboard {ide in failing 
in.

From the fiith buoy to the ſixth, which 
is the buoy againſt the Polder , it is moſt one Courſe as betore, 
but may eaſily ſee from one to the other , thar you muſt Jeave

Before 
you come to the firſt Buoy , you ſhall ſail by another buoy on 
the larboord (ide, lying upon the point of the Pole , which is 
2 great point of the Bamiard, that is a Pear buoy, of faſhion 
like all other Sea buoys , which lye in the Maſe or elſewhere. 
The foreſaid firſt buoy in the Yeer-gte lyeth in three fathom 
and a half. From the firſt co the ſecond and third buoy , the 
courſe is South-eaſt and by Eaſt , or ſomewhat more ſoutherly, 
but you may ealily ſee from one to che other. The ſecond and 
third buoys lye two fathom , each upon a point of a Plate called 
the Maid, Over againſt the third buoy lyeth a ſhoald called 
the Unreſt, which lieth with a long ſharp point rowards the 
third buoy, fo that it is nor there very broad betwixt them , 
therefore you muſt run &gſe along to the Northwards of the 
buoy : berwixt the buoy and the foreſaid point of the Unreft , 
itis not deeper than twelve or thirteen foot ,, but thwart of the 
firſt and ſecond buoy it is broad and deep enough. Being -paſt 
che third buoy, ſail then right to [er-Veer, Over again / &r- 
Veer lyeth a Plate, called the Scotſman, which you have only 
tro avoid. 

It you will go in at the R29929909 to Zierichazer, and as you 
are berwixt the Pear buoy and the outermoſt buoy of YVeer-gare | 
cometh Domburgh to the Hoot : keep them one in the-other | 
and you ſhall run atong by two buoys more , which (hal! lie on 
the larboord [ide along by the Po/le , and you lhall ſee one buoy 
with a Tail , lying over againſt the third buoy of the Polle , 

betwixt 
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betwixt theſe two buoys you muſt run thorough , leaving with 
the Tail on the ſtarboord {ide , and run about by it to the Eaſt- 
wards, There lye alſo two buoys with Tails ( belides the 
foreſaid ) upon the Woolplate , you may eafily ſee from one to 
the other , theſe you muſt leave on the ſtarboord {ide , and run 
along to the Northwatds of them, about Eaſt ſouth-eaſt on, 
ſo long that the ſteeple of Konkerk come even without the point 
of Schowe , run then in right with that point, and about it, and 
ſo along by the ſhore unto Zierick ee, 

When that you run towards the point of Schowen, then 
you ſhall ſarl through betwixt two buoys more, the one lying 
one the ſtarboord (ide, upon the Eaſtermoſt point of the 5a» 
wiard, or Hoogplate , and the other with a Tail on the {tar- 
boord (ide, upon the point of another plate , which is called 
Poolwoet , lying betwixt tze land of Schowen and Oreſanrd. 
All the buoys with Tails you muſt leave, in failngin, on the 
Starboord lide, and thoſe without Tailes on the Larboord 
lide, 


The Fiſhermen rnn by day , moſt about to the Southwards bo _ oy 


of the Poolvortplate, and leave the ftoreſaid buoy with the 
rail then on the larboordlide ; that plate is fomewhar flat , that 
men may borrow of it by their Lead, but they mult ſound 
quick : but by night they run by Schowen cloſe along by the 
ſhore , which is exceeding ſteep. 

The Channel betwixt the iſland #alcheren and Flanders, 
hath divers deeps and channels, where men may fail in and our 
through with great Ships, as the Botk:{/, the Door/oy, the Splere 
and wiekng.ltis commonly called after one of the chiefeſt of the 
ſame, with che name of the Wie/ings. The greateſt thoalds, 
betwixt which theſe foreſaid channels do run through, are : the 
Raſſes, the Raen, the Engliſh Volle, and the lenerbant, The 
Raſſes lye along the Welk tide of Wa/cheren , the Anen to the 
Weſtwards of it. 

The Engliſh Polle betwixt them and the Coaſt of Flanders ly- 
ing off tothe Weſtwards with a long ſmall rib, unto chwart 
of Oftend, The /nxerbank, lycth berwixt the Eaſt end ot the 
Engliſh Pol/z, and Ceſſavd, which is alſo called the French Pol', 
or the &'pr, G £ " he 
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Or co ſail out at the Botrkz/!, you muſt from Flaſhjng run 

with a Cables length along by the ſhore through betwixt the 
Land and the Geer and the Kaſſes, the ſhore is very ſteep, fo 
that men may come cloſe by ir with great fhips without any 
danger , the KRaſſes are flat on the Eaſt , or the inner {ide to- 
wards the land. To the Eaſtward, , or to the Southwards of 
Seuteland in that Fare-way it is five and fix fathom deep , but 
to the Northwards or to the Weſtwards it 1s deeper, and thwart 
of eſt-capel eight and nine fathom. When the Church of /eſt- 
capel (which hath a flat ſteeple) cometh over the mill, thwart of 
that runneth a Channel through betwixt the North and Eaſt ' 
Kaſſes Weſt ſouth-weſt into the Sea, where remaineth at low 
water no leſs than two fathom water , keep #eſt-capel and the 
foreſaid mill one in the other , and run out ſo by them. 

When Bujes Church cometh over the forcſaid mill of eſt- 
capel , then keep them one in the other , and you ſhall run then 
right out at the Botks// through betwixt the North Raſſes on the 
larboord (ide, and a ſand called Ca/loo on the ſtarboord (ide, 
In the Borkill is not lefs than four foot and a halt depth , but 
upon both the Raſſes remainerh at low water no more than tiwo 
foot and a half, and upon Calleo three or four farhom. 

To the Northwards of the Sand Ca{lco lyeth yet a plate, cal- 
led the Luernes, lying Northwards almoſt until thwart of 
Dombwur gh , berwixt theni both is a Channel of four or five fa- 
thom depth , called the E:/fe--g-rc. For to {ail out there, or 
to find it coming in out of the Sea , you mult bring 72/t-capel 
to the Northermoſt head, which is a head very good to be 
known, and run out in or thereby, Betwixt the Querzes and the 
Land gocth out yet a Lind-dzep of three tathom and a halt. For 
to hnd that coming in out of the Sea , you muſt run to the ſhore 
thwart of Domburgh ( which isa ſharp ſteeple ) into three fa- 
thom or two fathom ard a hait, and keep the ſounding of the 
tore fo near as you pleaſe, ard run in ſo along by the heads, 

until 
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until you are within. When you come in at any of theſe Chan- 
nels, and are come ſo far to the Eaſtwards, as berwixt Buyexs 
Church and Sout/and , and that you muſt turn ro Windwayds 
with an Eaſterly Wind, then you may fail through berwixt 
the Eaſter Raſſes, and the plate ro the Weſtwards of it, called 
the Geer , and ſo come out in the broad Channel into the Door- 
loy and Splere, and run ſo about ro the Southwards of the 
Geer , until that you are come to Fluſhing. 

About two leagues without the land ot Valcheren lieth a long 
ſmall bank lying *.outh-weſt and North eaſt , called the Stone- 
bank, upon the midſt whereof there is no more than two fathom, 
and upon the North end of it three fathom water. He that will 
ſail in or out at the Boark'l/, or the Channels to the North- 
wards of it, the Eaſtergate, or Land-acep, muſt ſail abour eith.r 
to the Northwards or to the Southwards of that Stonc-bank : 


when AMiddleburgh cometh over Domburgh, then are you ,..... 
thwart of this Stone-bank,, but if you bring /iddleburgh halt," 


way betwixt Dombargh and Ea5t-cape! , and fo fail to the 
land, then you run along to the Northwards of ic. Or elic it 
you bring #eſt-capel Eaſt South-eaſt from you, ina black valicy 
of the Sand-hills, and fail ſo right in, then you run along to the 
Weſtwards or the Southwards ot it. 

Within the Srone-bank it is again eight or nine, and at ſome 
places ten farhom deep. Upon the foreſaid marks and courſe : 
to wit, Weſt-cape! Eaſt South-eaſt from you in the black val- 
ley, you may fail right in at the Borkz//, when that Ea/f- 
capel cometh then ſomewhat through Dowbur gh or to the Ealt- 
vards of it, then you ſholl get deeper water, go then to- 
wards the ſhore, and ſo along by it as is before ſaid A little 
from the South-Weſt end of the Stone-bank lycth yet another, 
bur it is not long,called the Oofter-bank, upon it remaineth at low 
water about four tathom.

Weft-capel ſtandeth of , and $. Anne ( a flat Steeple in- Flanders 
to the Weſtwards of Slixce ) ftandeth amongſt the Eaſt ſand- 
hills of Caſand, then go North-weſt and by Weſt out at the 
Doorloy, When S. Azne cometh then to the Weft-wards of that 
foreſaid ſand-hill , keep that under, or right to the Eaſt (ide 
of the foreſaid ſand , and go ſo out North-weſt and by Weſt, 
and you ſhall go clear off the Kar», and Kaſſes, If you bring

For to figd the 'Door/oy coming in out of the Sea, you mult 
run to the Keen by the lead , until that #e/.cape! come within 
a maſts length neer'to the Sconce , and fail ſo right in, or take 
the ſounding of the &aer, and run along by it, until $. eAnne 
come to the torefaid Eaſt- ſand-hill of Caſand , then go in along 
South-eaſt and by Faft, and you ſhall be ſoon over the ſhoa!d- 
eſt, and bnd deeper water ; but you muſt reckon well your 
Ti&s, forthe flood taileth into the Doorloy firſt South ( as al-

Holiſcund , whereupon are wo great Warders ; {ail in to the 
Weſtwards of it until you be within it, and Anchor under the 
ſame, Thwart of it runneth in a great Sound into the land , 
wherein you can ſail and lade. 

About three leagues Eaſt North-eaſt from Holyſound, and 
eight leagues to the Eaſtward of the Naze, is the iſland and 
Haven of Fleckery, you can fail in on both lides of the I{land 
into the Haven of Fleckery. The Weſtergate goeth in North 
North-eaſt : when men come off from Ho/:ſound, then you ſee 
open into the Sound , you muſt fail along by the Rocks with- 
out Heliſound, until you come within the Ifland Fleckgry , and 
edge then Weſtwards toward the Jand, until you come within 
the Diveho/ns where the Gallows ſtandeth , and Anchor by the 
Welt land in eighteen fathom. You muſt bring out there an 
Anchor a head, and make a Cable faſt on the Rocks npon the 
land. You may run from thence to the Eaſtwards of the Iſland 
Fleckery, and out again at the Eaſtergate Eaſt North-eaſt into 
the Sea, leave then the little Iſland within the Warders, lying 
at the E.end of Flckery, with all the great rocks by it on the 
ſtarboard ſide, and all the black Holmes on the larboard (ide. 

The Xaze, From the Naze to the land of Leeſt the Coaſt lyeth Weſt 
North-weſt. To the northwards of the land of Leeft three 
leagues lyeth the Iſland infioverd , you go by the ſouth of it 
into the Haven of Wirficerd, it runneth North-eaſt in. A league 
to the Seawards of YYiyficerd lye rwo Rocks, named the Fock- 
ſtones, and by the North of Y/Y':»fiuerd you may run into 
Barg ſound , the Channel goeth Eaſt North-eaſt in. By the 
North of £erg ſound rwo leagues lyeth Eckſonnd, a fair Haven, 

and 
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and from thence to Weſtwards is the Haven, called Seerenog, 
tothe Northwards of it is a white ſtrand, whereupon is a Church 
at the outer point of it, and there lieth alſo a great Rock, named 
the albers , being over againſt the South point of the Fedder. 
The Fedder is four leagues long, upon every point of them is 2 
Church, and there (hooteth alſo off theſe points a Riff, the 
Northermoſt Rift runneth Norh-welt into Sea, and a half league 
North North-weſt of this Riff lieth a Rock, you may ſound by 
it on both lides Thwart of the Ktter into Sea is the Verſteen, 
about four leagues by North of the Jedder. 

From the Y:eſte» North North-eaſt about four leagues 
lieth an Iſland before the Fioerd of Stavanger , named Sybrich- 
ſteen, For to ſai) into Stavenger from the Southwards, leave 
the YVeeſteen on ſtarboard (ide, and go by North of it betwixt 
Veeſtes and witings-oogh, From the Veeſteen to Schnytenes the 
the Courſe is North North- weſt four leagues. Three leagues to 
the Seawards of Schaytenes Weſt, and Weſt and by North lye 
the Rocks, called by the Seamen the #t/rers.

He Lieth of Bergen goeth through betwixt the Iſland 

 Schuytnes and Bock , when Bock, is North-eaft trom 

you, ſo you are right before the Li1e:h, Schuytenes lieth 

on the Welt (ide, and Bock on the Ealt (ide, it runneth in 

firſt North, and North and by Weſt two leagues unto Peerde- 

holm, or the great Warder, by the ſame is a good Road, From 

the Peerdeholm to Flocks the Courſe 15 North, and Notth and 

by Welt three leagues. The Flocke lieth right without Lo»gho/, 
which is a good Haven, and it is there fifteen fathom deep. 

Over againſt the Flocks lieth Bomme! Haven, and there is alſa 

a fair Haven, and the Boomel-ſonnd runneth through the Bons- 
mel-head Seawards, being a high hill, and lying on the North 
ſide of the Deep, bur on the South [ide lie many little Holms aud 
Rocks, the Channel runneth South-eaſt and South-weſt and by 
Welt into Sea. 
From the Flocks to Bremer-holms the Courſe is North 
North-weſt two great leagues.

Krabbe-church North and by Weſt two great leagues, betwixt 
thera both lieththe Reyneck; naep, you may ſail through on both 
lides of it. About right South trom the Reqnecknaep run two 
Channels into Sea, to wit, Pap:ſonnd and Stormſowund. Papeſyund 
goeth South South-weſt :eawards. As you ſail out from Stor my- 
ſound, go then cloſe alongſt by the land of Roor-holm South and 
by Eaſt, leaving all the broken I/lands and Hills, with thar great 
Ifland on the ſtarboard ſide from you, until you come into Sel;- 
mer fioerd, the ſame runneth there S. and S. and by W. into Sea, 

From Krabbe-church to Bock, upon Ra,. or Becklieth , the 
Courſe North-weſt and by North two leagues, betwixt them. 
goeth the Kruysfiverd South-welt rato the Sea, 

From Bock, upon Ra you fail through the narrow Sea, and 
right by N. of Bock, lieth a Rock under water, whereupon ſtan- 
deth a Beacon, or Warder. From Bock, upon Ka to the Wat ge- 
ſtream the Courſe is N. ſomewhat welterly three great leagues, 
there is _w anchoring 6n the S. (ide in 24. fathom. In the 
Watge-ſtream goeth the Lieth N, W. to the Reeſteer, over a- 
gain{t it lieth the Holm of S. Olof, you may run by it N, W. of 
Jel-fuerd by Weſtwards of Aſtand into Sea. When you come 
out at Sea in Jelrefiverd,then you come right againſt the Reeſteen 
upon the Lieeh. The keeſteen 1s on the Eaſt lide of the Lierh, 
right over againſt the point, where are two Hills, called the Leto- 
rens, being two ſharp Hills, which you may ſee far oft, in failing 
up the Lieth, when you go upwards they are moſt N.N.,W, and
